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HAWAII'S FIRST NEED OF CONGRESS.

To tho Visiting Congressmen:

Just a woril in regard to the Americanization of this Territory by means

at diversifying agriculture and bringing in small proprietors.

There is no other nay to Jo it. The feudal system of ngriculture, which

:s still dominant here, can not, in tho nature of things, build up a substantial

middle class. In tho old South, beforo the war, "poor white trash" was the

substitute and the only one possible under n system of barons and serfs. Here,

tho effect is to drive middle-clas- s Americans away. We want them to remain

and the only way to keep them here is to put them on the land. That is the

only way to attract others here. Immigrants from Europe brought to work

en the plantations can not Americanize the Territory. They are not Amer-

icanized themselves. White mechanics can not save us, because thoy arc

nomadic and because they can not compete with Orientals. Tourists and

bealth-scckcr- s are only guests. How are we to build up an American .population

I'Cro y other than tho traditional American way the good old way of

tho farmer 1

Congressmen have been told by people whoso business it is tq keep Hawaii

feudal, that there is no room for tho farmer. Tiro acreage of Hawaii is

4,250,000 and the sugar industry nbsorbs but 200,000. In the untillcd arable

portion there is room, according to Jarcd O. Smith, the Director of the United

States Agricultural Station here, for nearly as many farmers ns thero are

planters and laborers combined. Pur visiting statesmen have been over these

ialnndB and have seen principalities of fertile land untillcd. There is where

room for ihc farmer may be found; room in abundance. A vast amount of it

is held, in direct opposition to public policy, by baronial estates, somo of tho

stubbornest obstacles we have to the development of tho American system

here. Hoomf There is room almost everywhere, outside the lava fields and

tho comparatively small area covered by houses and cane.

People- who want to keep Hawaii for the few, to the exclusion of tho

mnny, say that there is nothing for the farmer to produce in Hawaii. The

farmer knowB better. He has already gone heavily into pineapples and is

making money; he bus put $300,000 into rubber; be is producing better siBal

than they do in Yucatan; his experiments show that a wrapper tobacco leaf

worth $4 per pound is practicable here. Tho farmer supplies bananas and

other tropical fruitsi to tho Coast; nnd in the mcantimo he produces beef,

milk, butter, poultry, hogs, fowls and honey for bis own consumption and

for the local market. These are facts which have como within tho personal

knowledgo pf our visitors and upon which, if they desire, specific data can

bo had from tho census, from tho Adjutant General's report to the War

Department on tho food supply of theso islands and from the statistics of

tho United Stntes Department of Agriculture.

Another statement mado to prejudice our visitors is that white men can

not do field labor here. It is not true. Whito men liavo not often had a
chance at small farms where- such work is necessary; but at Wahiawa, the

spectacle of whito men buckling in on their own land, is of the commonest

sort. William McCormick is ono of many examples there, perhaps tho best
example becauso of his adaptation of a weak physiquo to long hours of toil.
Mr. Kellogg, JEr. Clark, Mr. Karnes nnd Mr. Thomas pioneered nt Wahiawa
with their own hands; and if they are now well enough off to biro alien labor
for the hardest .tasks, what of itJ Their grandfathers nnd fathers in the
Eastern farm belts did tho samo thing, employing tho d peasants of
Ireland, Germany and Scandinavia; but as tho employing class thoy set tho
pace of civilization there and Americanism was not retarded. If any man

says this climate is bad for white men's labor, let him be taken to the
Honolulu Iron Works, whero thero nro whitq men who have worked in metal
for two decades and more, enduring tho combined bent of tho climate and the
furnaces and keeping their health and strength at par.

Every valid objection urged to the farming idea is remedial. Aro land
laws not liberal enough! Then change them! Is the Inter-Islan- d frolght rate
prohibitive? Then elect a legislature which' will form a rate commission and
compel fnir play. Is too much unoccupied land in baronial hands! Then
enact tho 2Tov Zealand law taxing such land moro than improved land is taxed
and compel tho borons to disgorge. Aro our land laws not properly executed
or left unexecuted! Then givo us officers who will do their duty. Is tho
Legislature too fcudnl in its origin to act! Then let Congress act. It is all
easy enough. All that is needed is action in lino with tho prescient leadership
of Theodore Roosevelt. .."-.;.-- - .,

Gentlemen of tho Scnato and House, tho case is beforo you. Xo ono hero
wants to harm tho sugar industry. That man is not a land baron, 110 matter
how much land bo has, if ho uses it all to produce markctablo crops. What
the Americans hero want is to gco tho land not used for anything, mado to
"blossom with tho fruits of thrift nnd industry," to stop tho accumulation
of land in ducal estates for tho mcro pleasure of tho owners and divido that
land by due process of law, among producers; to cover tho vacant paradises
hero with villages and farmhouses, churches' nnd schools and to make pros-

perity tho happiness of tho many, rather than tho privilege of tho few, and
thus to realizo for Hawaii tho main object of useful government, which is
to securo tho greatest good to tho greatest number.

THE COFFEE PROBLEM.
Our Republican guests, whllo in full sympathy with tho local desire to

havo something dono for coffee, have found tho question n ditllcult ono.
Should coffee have a bounty ! To propose this device might be to nrouso
tho mainland feeling ngainst anything in tho form nf subsidies nnd, even if n
bounty bill should pus, another Congress might repeal it, leaving those who
had started coffee plantations under the first law, In the lurch. A duty
on coffee suggests u "dear breakfnst tabic" issue for the Democrats in tho
next campaign a tux upon tho wholo American people to assist a few insuliir
agriculturists who cannot begin to .fill tho place of the competitors whom
they would drive from the market, And vet tho merit of the plea of any
legitimate infant industry tor tariff uld U ono that appeals tn ltcpubllcun'
statesmen,

Tho miggi'ttlnn has been mude and It seems to bu tho wisest ono now
possible to iiKsUt the American coffee-grotver- s through tlie enforcement of
the l'uru l'ond law, That law has been pasted with Olitliualuatlo public
assent, and It would not bo repealed even If It mado iomo' things dearer.

TLp cyclopia of American Agriculture, edited by U II. Jlslley and

recently published by the MacMlllan Company, given a large amount of ipare
to the product of Hawaii and Its agricultural rrlMunils.

In addition tn the data presenle'd, the article Ik finely lllnftrnted, one
full-png- ; picture showing a typical scene of rice flcldn, banana nrens, small

farms nmllgarobn forest, with Diamond Head Inline, distance. With thti
aro eight small pictures and a map giving tho names nnii boundaries of tho
districts in each Intend,

' Attention Is called to tho great variety of Hawaiian products sandal-woo-

wheat nod potatoes, coffee and sugar nro named, aa having each been in turn
important exports nnd sources of revenue. The' writer, Mr. X, A. Cobb,

points out that In no equally small area of the United States is thero such
a diversity, nil tropical and nearly nil crop of tho tempernto zone thriving
somewhere on the low lands, or the elevated nrens of the mountain districts.

Tho rainfall is discussed briefly, and tho statement Is tnndu that, most
of the useful plnnts, having been Introduced by seed, have been rid of their
natural enemies, though pests have been brought in which, however, lias
led to n system of careful government inspection which is facilitated by tho
comparative fewness of the ports.

The work of the Federal experiment station is ncccptcd ns an indication
of the growth of feeling favoring tho greater diversification of tho ngriculture

of the Territory. Tho preservation and extension of forest reserves is

also commended, especially ns to its relation to" tho conservation of tho water
supply. Cano culture, sisal, taro, rice, and coffoo growing, the latter ranked
Hilr.i In imnortnnce. nro all nccuratcly described, nccompanicd by full nnd

valuable statistics. The writer takes a most optimistic view of tho outlook,
belioving thnt tho population is bound to increase nnd the local market to
expand. In reviewing the scientific agricultural work being carried on In

iho Territory, tho experiment station of tho Hawaiian Sugar Planters' Asso-

ciation is mentioned, with tho Department of Agriculture, tho Federal ex-

periment stntion and tho Agricultural Department of tho Knmehamcha Schools,
nnd tho number of officers employed in each. ' Upon this point tho author
remarks: "It is doubtful whether any other equal number of American citizens
is so well served In tho way of agricultural experiment stations." The

article cannot but be of great value to tho Territory, whoso interests it has

presented so interestingly and nccuratcly.

MR. LITTLEFIELD'S POSITION.
Tho Advertiser cannot agree in tho view expressed by Congressman

Littlcficld that thero is but one way to carry on tropical farming, namely,

tho corporato nnd cheap labor way., In tho semi-tropic- s of Southern Califor-

nia, where tho highest range of heat ia fnr abovo the maximum here, tho
American farm system, applied to specialized semi-tropic- products, is develop-

ing in the typical American way. Thero is not enough difference between

the conditions of Southern California nnd Hawaii to condemn Hnwaii to n

feudal system of ngriculturo and permit Los Angeles, Riverside, San Bernar
dino and San Diego counties to enjoy the American system. Mexico, though

possessed of ninny baronial estates, has small farmers also, and the latter
aro doing well. We are informed that similar conditions exist on tho Ielo of

Pines; but whether they do or not, thoy are beginning to exist hero and it
is the part of statesmanship to encourage liim not conclude that bocauso

alien methods of ngriculturo have usually prevailed in the tropics, there is

no room iiere for tho American method. We who live in this country nnd are

not trying to keep settlers out so tjiey won't compete for land, which is now

nominally leased to barons, or for .the. labor which tho government imports, we

know better.

TRADE WITH TWO COUNTRIES.
Trade of tho United States with Germany and France aggregated last year

about $572,000,000, and in the year which ends with next month seems likely

to reach nearly or quite $700,000,000. About three-fifth- s of this largo total
trade occurred with Germany, a,nd,,about two-fifth- s with France. In tho trade
with Germany) exports to thai ..country arq' much greater than tho imports

therefrom, but in the case of Franco the exports are slightly less than the im-

ports. In the nino months of the present fiscal year for which the Bureau

tf Statistics is able to supply db'tailcd statements, the exports to Germany
wero $207,000,000 and the importsthcrefrom $12300,000 in value, whilo- - in

tho same period the exports to franco wero $91,000,000 and tho imports there-- ,

from $39,000,000, tb 4 figures be,infl in round terms. Franco is one of. tho few

important commercial countries ojj the world to which our exports are less

than tho imports drawn therefrom. In tho last ten fiscal years tho imports

from Frnnco have amounted' to $73,500,000 and the exports thereto $783,000,-000- ;

in tho same period imports from Germany amounted to $1,047,000,000 and

tho exports thereto $1,820,000,000.
